The Act of May 26, 1949 provides that? ”The Counselor of Idle 
Department of State and the Legal Adviser, who are required to be 
appointed by the President, by end with the e.dvioe and consent of the 
Senate, shall rank equally with the Assistant Secretaries of State®* 

Public Law 559, 81st Congress, approved October 16, 1949, provides 
that the Counselor shall be compensated at $15,000® Accordingly, it is 
proposed that under Title I the Counselor be compensated at the contem- 
plated new rate of $22 ,500 o 

The Legal Adviser is presently ooapensated at $14,800, this posi- 
tion being included under the Classification Act of 1949, as sane nde d® 
The Senate has recently enacted S. 2257, which inter alia would adjust 
the Legal Adviser* s salary to the seise rate as for an Assistant Secre- 
tary of State® Accordingly, it is proposed that this position be in- 
oluded under Title I at the contemplated new $22,600 rate, thus estab- 
lishing a proper relationship with other top-level positions in the 
Department®

Reorganization Plan lio* 7* of 1953* authorises two offices at a 
rate of $16*000 and four offices ut e rate of $15*000* which offices 
are to he filled by appointment by tho President by and with the 
advico and consent of the Senate o In viow of the establishment of 
the International Cooperation Administration within the Department 
of State and the importance of the programs to be administered by the 
ICA* it is desirable that the compensation of tho six offices referred 
to be adjusted upwards 0 The proposed language would permit the 
Secretary of State* if ho should desire to so do* to establish an 
appropriate rate of compensation for two of these officers up to the 
salary paid to a Deputy Under Secretary and of all six not less than 
that paid to an Assistant Secretary of State 0 

Public Law 565 approved July 30* 1946* provides in part that 
representatives and alternates of the United States to UNESCO shall 
"be entitled to recoive compensation at such rates* not to exceed 
$12*000 per annum as the President may determine* for such period as 
tho President may spocify »© 0 <j rt o It may be noted that this rate was 
established in 1946 and that subsequently there have been several up" 
ward adjustments in Federal salaries 0 Based on a comparison of the 
positions of representatives and alternates to UNESCO and other re- 
lated positions* it is believed that an equitable maximum rate for 
the UNESCO positions would be $16* 000 »
